A LITTLE  ADVICE 

Now  in  planting  a garden  several  things  are  necessary  for  a success.  First  Good 
Seeds,  then  good  soil  and  the  right  preparation  and  moisture  and  the  logical  or  right 
time  to  plant.  Outside  of  garden  peas,  sweet  peas,  onions  and  possibly  a few  other 
varieties  it  does  not  pay  to  plant  too  early  in  the  spring.  The  best  gardeners  'in  this 
locality  plant  their  main  crops  about  May  10th,  to  May  20th,  as  so  many  times  the 
earlier  plantings  are  frosted  and  stunted  or  killed  altogether  and  if  the  seeds  can  be 
planted  so  that  they  will  grow  from  the  word  go,  better  vegetables  and  flOwers^  wjill  be 
raised.

Unwrap  in  a protected  shady  place  so  that  the  roots 
will  not  be  exposed  to  the  hot  sun  or  drying  winds,  and  as  soon 
as  unwrapped,  unless  you  can  plant  at  once,  please  bury  or  cover 
the  roots  with  moist  dirt  and  plant  one  at  a time.  Then  tenderly 
care  for  them. 

When  evergi’eens  come  balled  and  bitrlapped,  leave  the  bur- 
lap  on  and  plant  the  way  it  is  received  as  evergreen  roots  cannot 
stand  exposure  to  the  weather. 

PLANT  IN  CULTIVATED  SOIL 

Cultivated  soil  is  the  best  place  to  plant  all  nursery  stock, 
whether  trees,  shrubs  or  flowers,  but  if  you  plant  in  lawns  or 
other  places  make  extra  wdde  holes  and  water  good  during  the 
summer  season  and  especially  late  summer  and  fall  What  causes 
most  winter  killing  of  hardy  nursery  stock  (and  that  is  the  only 
kind  we  grow)  is  the  dry  condition  of  the  soil  in  winter.
